DUBLIN AND LUCAN. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Str,—It will, doubtless, be welcome news 
to many of your readers that a contract has 
been entered into for large expenditure upon 
the improvement of the main road from 
Dublin to Lucan, and still more wélcome to 
learn that the proposed improvement includes 
considerable road-widening and removal of 
‘‘blind’’ corners. The Committee of the 
Irish Motorists’ Union, however, regrets to 
learn that difficulties have arisen which may 
not only impede the progress of this urgently 
necessary work, but—unless handled in a wise 
and pe way by all the parties con- 
cerned—may largely neutralise the value of 
the general improvement scheme and lead, at 


& comparatively early date, to the necessity 


for considerable wasteful expenditure. 

The difficulty, it is understood, arises from 
the condition of suspended animation in 
which the Dublin and Lucan Railway has 
been for some time past, and which must 
apparently continue, in some measure, pend. 
ing the passage of the Dublin United Tram- 
way Company’s private bill through the 
Oireachtas. While it is obviously impossible 
either that the work of road reconstruction 
should be "sont seas for several months, or 
that the Tramway Company should incur 
large capital expenditure pending formal 
ratification of their agreement to widen and 
relay the existing tracks, it should be possible 
that road and tramway reconstruction should 
at once become the subject of joint design 
between the experts of the County Council 
and the Tramway Company respectively. 

If such close consultation takes place now, 
the interests of both parties would benefit; 
possibilities of serious blunders and wasteful 
expenditure would be avoided, and—most im- 
portant of all—public safety and convenience 
would be assured upon an important highway 
which has gained an unenviable reputation 
for serious accidents. Our Committee feel 
satisfied that the Tramway Company may be 
relied upon to co-operate fully in preparatory 
work which is not only necessary in the 
public interests, but will help to expedite and 
simplify their own work of reconstruction

Mr. John Bates, engineering inspector to 
the Northern Home Ministry, on Thursday 
held an inquiry in the Town Hall, Portrush, 
into, the application of the Urban Council for 
thei sanctaon of the Ministry to a loan of 
£10;000 for’ the purpose of improving and 
extending the sewerage system. There was 
considerable opposition by the ratepayers, who 
contended that the proposed new outfall at 
the Black Rocks would not remedy matters at 
the West Strand. 

Mr. W. J. Cunningham, Town Clerk, 
examined by Mr. R. O’Neill (Messrs. 
Macaulay, O’Neill and Martin), said that the 
present rates were 10s. 8d. in the £. The 
total expenditure in connection with the new 
scheme was estimated at £12,000. An. un- 
employment grant of £2,664 ‘in respect of 
wages would be made by the Ministry of 
Labour, leaving a balance of £9,336 to be 
raised by loan. On a thirty years’ loan the 
cost to the ratepayers would be approximately 
ls. 1d. in the £. 

Dr. H. A. Anderson (Messrs. Anderson and 
Co.), acting on behalf of a number of rate- 
payers, said that the objectors contended that 
the scheme was objectionable and unsuitable 
in some respects too extensive, elaborate and 
unnecessary in other respects. The seasons 
latterly had been bad, and this was an in- 
opportune time for the ratepayers to be asked 
to shoulder additional taxation,

Food Prices. 


In anticipation, no doubt, of the Food 
Council’s recommendations, which may be 
issued next week, a reduction in the price 
of tea in England is expected almost im- 
mediately. In England,

A Message to Mars. 


The suggestion of an American professor 
that communication between the earth and 
Mars might be established by means of 
short wave ‘‘wireless’’ signals is dis- 
cused by a correspondent of the Manchester 
Guardian. Mars is never closer than 
35,000,000 miles to our planet, and some- 
times is as far as 61,000,000 miles 
away from us. The prospect of direct 
communication, therefore, is — highly 
remote ; yet the ‘“‘radio’’ experts are con- 
sidering it seriously, and the results of 
their investigations are of interest even 
to the layman. The earth’s atmosphere 
is surrounded by what is known as the 
Heaviside Layer, an extremely conductive 
upper atmosphere, which is calc culated to 
have the same degree of conductivity as a 
sheet of copper one metre in thickness. 
The American’s theory is that, if signals 
could be transmitted with enormous power 
and in very short wave-lengths, they would 
be first absorbed by this layer, from 
which, however, they would escape eventu- 
ally, and go gaily on their ethereal way 
towards Mars. There is little doubt that 
the Heaviside Layer would absorb the 
signals, bat the possibility of their further 
progress is slight. However strong such 
signals might be, they would meet this 
powerful resistance within the first 
hundred miles of their 35,000,000 mile 
journey—a fact which would be likely to 
cramp their style considerably. Besides, 
even if a stray signal should reach our 
nearest neighbour, there is no guarantee 
that anybody would understand it or that, 
if he should understand it, he would take 
the slightest interest in our mundane 
affairs.

DESIRE FOR PEACE.

If your members are prepared to resume 
work on the basis of district settlements. sub- 
ject to the security afforded by these con- 
ditions, and when work has been generally 
resumed, we shall submit these proposals to 
Parliament in the form of a bill. 

We feel it necessary, however, to sav that

LONDON MAN'S DANGEROUS 
SPEECH. 

At Clay Cross, Derbyshire, yesterday, 
Maurice Clement Pike, of Myddleton Gar- 
dens, Winchmore Hill, London, an electrical 
engineer, and Tarini Prasad Sinba, an 
Indian, described as a journalist, of Great 
George . street, Westminster, were charged 
with offences against the Emergency Act 
Regulations.

Admiral Sinclair, Commander-in-Chief of 
the British naval forces in China, is confer- 
ring with the Chinese General’s (Yang Sen) 
delegates at Ichang, for the release of the 
British .merchantmen seized at Wanhsien, 
but no result is yet reported. He is supported 
by a reinforced ‘‘ Mosquito” Fleet, which, 
it is Stated, is determined to finish the de- 
struction of Wanhsien in the event of the 
Chinese General’s refusal to release the 
British merchant ships. 

The Peking Foreign Office has again pro- 
tested to the British Legation against the 
further employment of forée, fearing that a 
massacre of the foreigners assembled at 
Chungking awaiting rescue may result. 

Four merchantmen, with an American 
escort, have reached Chungking, for the 
purpose of taking off the foreigners there. 

The American gunboat, Pigeon, is reported 
to have come under the fire of the Cantonese 
shore batteries near Hankow. Apparently 
there was a heavy bombardment, the 
American gunboat replying vigorously with 
machine guns. : 

Dispatches received here report a big 
hattle between Cantonese troops and Marshal 
Sun Chuan Fang’s troops, at Wusueh, 100 
miles down the Yangtse from Hankow, and 
24 miles above Kiukiang. Marshal Sun Chuan 
Fang's troops are reported to have got the 
worst of the battle, and are said to be re- 
treating. 

Tie siege of Wuchow is continuing. 

The Cantonese commander has allowed one 
foreigner to leave Wuchow, in order to obtain 
food for his comrades, English and American. 

Eighty-four cars filled with Cantonese 
troops have reached the Northern Hupeh 
border, 630 miles from Peking. 


THREAT OF FIGHT TO A FINISH.

A message by a Japanese news agency from 
Peking states that General Yang Sen has in- 
formed the Chinese Foreign Office that his 
troops and the people of Szechuan are 
resolved to fight to the last ditch if there 
Is a second expedition sent to Wanhsien, and 
that preparations are now being made against 
such an expedition.—(Reuter.) :

No news has heen received from Ichang in 
regard to the Wanhsien negotiations. Agita- 
tors mm various. parts are making the most of 
the affair, and are feverishly endeavouring to 
persuade the people to intesify the boycott 
against Great Britain. The people, as a 
whole, are as tired of agitators and bovcotts 
as they are of the militarists, and would be 
thankful if all could be silenced permanently. 
A general idea of the feeling may be 
gathered from a remark of a former Premier, 
who said last night, when asked when the 
civil wars would cease: ‘‘ When the foreign 
Powers ean get together to demand it.” That 
seems to he the sentiment of the commercial 
classes, who ardently hope for what thev dare 
not ask.—(Per Press Association Copyright.)

INCIDENT AT BRITISH 
EMBASSY IN TOKIO. 


WOULD-BE ASSASSIN AT 
LARGE, 


TOKIO, Friday. 

British and Japanese officials continue to 
preserve the strictest reticence in regard to 
the ‘‘dagger incident’’ that occurred yester- 
day in the course of a ‘luncheon at the 
jritish. Embassy given in honour of the visit 
to Japan of the Swedish Crown Prince and 
Princess. It is learned, however, that the 
authentic story is as follows :— 

Sir John Tilley’s son, who was present at 
the lunch, saw a man’s face peering round 
the shutter through the open window, imme- 
diately behind where the Swedish Crown 
Princess was seated between the British and 
Belgian Ambassadors. The face was mo- 
mentarily withdrawn, but at the next moment 
Mr. Tilley saw a man preparing to throw a 
dagger, whereupon the Ambassador’s son 
leapt forward, intercepting the missile, which 
struck him, but fortunately hit his cigarette 
case, which saved his life. 

Although the police were patrolling the 
Embassy compound at the time, the would-be 
assassin, who was wearing foreign clothes, 
but is believed to be Japanese, made good his 
escape. 

Considerable mystery surrounds the episode, 
since it took place in broad daylight, without 
the police seeing the miscreant. Moreover, it 
is uncertain who was intended to be the 
victim. The missile proved to be one of the 
Ambassador’s Brazilian daggers, which was 
missing from the drawingroom on the previous 
day. 

Despite this unpleasant incident, the 
Princess and the other guests remained calm, 
lunch continuing as though nothing unusual 
had occurred.—(Reuter.)

THE EFFECT OF HIGH PRICES.

prospects of increasing exports of 

grain abroad this. year are still 
occupying columns of space in the Moscow 
nespapers. M. Louis Drevfuss, the big 
French grain dealer, who until the revolution, 
controlled 70 per ‘cent. of Russia’s grain ex- 
ports, :s reported to be in Leningrad. Baltic 
grain dealers declare that he has signed an 
agreement with the Bolshevik Commissarriat 
of Trade, which permits him to buy and ex- 
port grain from Russia, dividing the profits 
equally with the Soviet Government. Even 
with this arrangement. local dealers do not 
expect the exports of ‘Russian grain will in- 
fluence world prices, because the cost of 
collecting and transporting grain within 
Russia is much too high to permit of profit- 
able export. 

The Moscow Economic Life reports that 
during July and August, the Soviet Grain 
Trust collected 548,000 tons of grain in Russia 
against 806,000 a year ago. Of the present 
amount, 70,000 tons are rye, 380,000 are 
wheat, and the remainder oats, etc. Practi- 
cally all this was collected from  Trans- 
Caucasia and the Lower Volga districts. 
private buyers handling 20 per cent. of the 
entire amount. 

Further buying in the Middle Volga dis- 
tricts, and also in Southern Russia, 1s pro- 
ceeding slowly, because the increased prices 
are prohibiting buying for export. The 
Economic IJafe reports that private buyers 
are handling 70 per cent. of the marketed 
erain in these districts, and urges the Govern- 
ment to take severe’ measures against them in 
order to force down the prices and 
permit export. !

FRENCH ECONOMIES. 


GOVERNMENT’S PROPOSED 
REFORMS. 
PARIS, Friday 

The sweeping judicial and administrative 
reforms carried out bv the French Govern- 
ment by means of decrees have naturallv 
aroused protests in certain quarters t 
this morning’s Ministerial Council it was de- 
cided that there could be no question of de- 
laving the application of the reforms unt! 
Parliament met, as such a step would be con- 
trarv to the Law of Arcust 35. which gives the 
Government the right to act by decree. 

The Council was again occupied with the 
consideration of various reforms, the object of 
which is the reduction of expenditure. The 
Minister of Public Works has decided to 
divide the 530 French posts into three cate- 
gories—natmely, national, departmental, 
communal. Of these only the national will 
continue to be managed bv the State, the 
other two classes being administered by loca! 
bodies. An indication that the magnif 
cent, but  slow-working, French canal 
svstem does not respond te all 
needs is given in the decision to abandon 
certain of the less used waterways. The 
postal system will also be reorganised, the 
country being divided up into 17 districts, 
instead of 90 departments. 

The Cabinet has confirmed its previous de- 
cisions. and has resolved to submit to the 
Chamber the proposals with regard to the 
conjunction of Economy Laws, which have 
been put into force, or which remain to be 
put into force, as soon as the Chamber meets 
again, The Government will make each of 
these proposals a question of confidence, re 
fusing an interpellation before they come up 
for discussion.— (Reuter.) .

SOME FINE TALES OF 
THE WAR. 


(SPEGIALLY REVIEWED.) 


A new book’ by Mr. Kipling still sets 
pulses a-tingle throughout the English- 
speaking world. ‘To the younger generation 
he is already a tradition; but those of us 
who afe not too young, and not too old, 
still éan remember the time when his 
books. wefe anticipated’ by a vast public 
with the fame spirit of curious excitement 
with which the announcement of a new 
Gilbert and Sullivan opera was greeted 
forty years ago. Even in those far-off 
days the critics used to declare that 
Ki ing “was not the man that he had 
been; but the people insisted on buying 
his bogks, which the youth of the late 
‘nineties learnt by heart, and Rudyard 
Kipling became the inspiration of the race 
of Britons which was called upon in the 
dark days of August, 1914, to shed the 
red blood that he had helped to fire in 
their yeins for England’s sake. 

It would be too much to expect, now that 


"Mr. Kipling is growing old, that he could re- 


capture the full vigour of his surging spring- 
time, or that a generation that is being reare 
on jazz and moving pictures would devour his 
new book with the eager zest of its parents. 
How we all revelled in ‘‘ Plain Tales from 
the Hills’’ and ‘‘ Stalky and Co.’’! But those 
days have gone. The modern boy is bored by 
Stalky; the Jungle Books are “for kids”; 
even “Kim” is old-fashioned, and the 
“ Barrack-Room Ballads’’ are ‘‘ doggerel.”’ 
So much for Kipling; and now for ‘* Doug 
and Mary’’! 

” A REVIVAL. 

“Debits and Credits’? may disappoint our 
undiscerning youth, but those whose memories 
stretch back beyond the war will find much 
to charm and much to delight them in its 
pages. Here and there one catches a glimpse 
‘of the old Kipling, that beau sabrevr of 
literature who fought his way into the heart 
of Britain. Here and there one rediscovers 
the flashing phrase, the sudden thrust of 
deadly satire, the baring of the human soul 
by the scalpel of Kipling’s genius, and, above 
one finds that he still can tell a tale 
consummately well. In this respect Mr. Kipling 
has no living peer. With Maupassant, Poe, 
and, perhaps, Turgenieff, he shares the 
mastery of the short story, and “ Debits and 
Credits’ contain at least one that will rank 
with his best. 

The book is a collection of odds and ends. 
Once more Stalky, Beetle and MacTurk 
pursue their inimitable course through the 
Army Class at Westward Ho! Once more 
they tantalise poor King and make their con- 
fessions to the ‘‘ Padre Sahib’’: but, some- 
how, although ‘‘ Propagation of Knowledge’ 
in some ways probably is as good a Stalkv 
story as.anv that has been written, there is 
something. unreal. about the resurrection ‘of 
our old friends. The war’s four years have 
made a gap that cannot he bridged even hy 
the pen of a Kipling. ““Stalkv and Co.” may 
be: the same as ever; but Mr. Kipling has 
changed, his readers have changed, and the 
smile of welcome which we give the doughty 
trio lacks the warmth of olden days.

Lhe Government 
made use of this assurance in submitting 
its own proposals later to the miners. 
The assurance takes the place in the new plan 
of the suggested agreement on general prin- 
ciples, which was the first stage of the scheme 
of settlement sponsored by the Coal Com- 
mittee of the Cabinet last week.

MAY BE BUILT IN BELFAST. 

Considerable interest has been aroused in 
Belfast by the report that the White Star 
Line contemplates the placing of an order 
with Messrs. Harland and Wolff, Ltd.. for the 
construction of a sixty-two thousand ton 
liner, which will be the largest vessel in the 
world, and seventeen thousand tons larger 
than the great White Star liner Olympic. 

The President of the International Mercan- 
tile Marine Company, Mr. Franklin, in the 
“ Ocean Ferry, the monthly journal pub- 
lished by the owners of the White Star 
Line, states:—‘‘ We are now making all our 
tlans for the future development of the White 
‘tar Line, and with this object in view we 
are proceeding with the preparation of plans 
and specifications for a new mammoth 
steamer of the Majestic-Olympic class.” 

The report goes on to state that the new 
ship will embody the desirable features of 
the Majestic, as well as of the Olympic. She 
will be built at Messrs. Harland and Wolff's 
Belfast yard, and will have a speed of about 
25 knots. : 

Her construction is expected to take three 
and a half years, and while no defimite deci- 
sion has been arrived at regarding her name, 
Oceanic is under consideration. No pre-. 
parations have yet been made in the Belfast 
yards of Messrs. Harland and Wolff, Ltd., 
for laying down a vessel of such huge dimen- 
sions, and, so far as can be ascertained, no 
order has vet been definitely placed. In 
any event, the vessel could not ve proceeded 
with until there is a plentiful supply of steel 
available, and this is not possible until the 
coal strike is settled. There has teen fre- 
quent rumours, however, that such a vessel 
would be built at Belfast, and as it would

HE Betting Act will come into 
T force in the Irish Free State on 
November ist, and from that date “‘every 
bet on any event of any kind’’ made with . 
a bookmaker will be liable to duty. 

The Act legalises cash betting in regis- 
tered bookmakers’ offices as well as on 
racecourses, but street betting remains 
illegal. 

Under the law the bookmaker is the 
person responsible for payment of the 
duty. Duty will be chargeable at the 
rate of 24 per cent. of the amount staked 
in the case of bets which fulfil] all of the 
following conditions :— 

(a) The event must be either a 
horse-race or a greyhound coursing 
contest, or one or more courses during 
a greyhound coursing contest. 

(b) The bet must be entered into at 
the place where the horse-race OF the 
greyhound coursing takes place. — 

(c) The bet must be entered into 
during the meeting of which the horse- 
race or the greyhound coursing is an 
item. 

HOW DUTY WILL BE PAID. 

In the case of every other bet made with 
a bookmaker duty will be chargeable at the 
rate of 5° per cent. of the amount staked. 
The duty in all cases must be paid either by 
the user of official tax-paid betting sheets or 
oc the basis of returns furnished to the 
Revenue Commissioners. 

Where a bet has become void for any other. . 
reason other than the mutual consent of the. 
parties thereto, or where the amount of the 
likely to be collected by the book- 
maker, or where the bet has been transferred. - 
from one bookmaker to 


another. the Revenue Commissioners are em- 


| powered to make a remission of duty. 


As regards “ place betting,’ the amount 


‘staked will be taxed at exactly the same 


rate as if the horse were backed to win. The 
regulations cover bets made in respect of a 
series of contingencies (fo cover two or three 
horses taking. part im a race), If, 

instance, £1 is put* on asa 
treble on horses’ “‘ A. B: ‘and C.,” 
the amount taxable will be the £1. In the 
case where a bet ts made one event, and 
a condition is made that Ahe whole or part 
of any ‘‘ money to come ” is to be staked on 
another event, or events, the amount of the

DUTY ON GLASS BOTTLES. 

As a result of a report from the Secretary, 
the Council decided that the incidence of the 
Customs duties on imported empty glass 
bottles and empty glass jars was grossly un- 
fair, and that Irish manufacturers of polishes, 
inks, and other compositions prepared for 
marketing and contained in glass bottles and 
jars; were working under unfair conditions of 
trade. The Irish manufacturers, according to 
the Customs and Excise Notice No. 73, were 
liable for duty at the rate of 33 1-5 per cent. 
ad valorem on all imported empty glass bottles 
and jars. The import of such bottles and jars 
was necessary, as there was no Saorstat factory 
manufacturing them. The unfairness of the 
incidence of the tax will be appreciated when 
it is pointed out that no Customs duty 1s 
leviable on imported glass bottles and jars 
containing foreign polishes, inks and other 
non-dutiable contents. i 7 

As a result of further discussion, it was 
decided by the Council to place. the facts 
before the Deputies and Senators of the 
request them’ to take immediate 
steps for the removal of the penalties under 
which Irish polish and ink manufacturers are 
working. It was also decided to take up the 
matter with the Department of Finance and 
the Revenue Commissioners.
